with special interest being shown 
in citrus by-products and the can- 
ning of citrus juices. 

So spoke Harry B. Harlow, 
manager of the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit Exchange, today as 
he reviewed prices, demand for cit- 
rus fruits and reported on the 
progress in the construction of an 
addition to the Exchan2e Orange 
By-Products Co, plant in Ontario. 

In some years, the smaller sizes 
of fruit have not been uscable but 
that time may be past with the 
more general uSe of citrus fruits 
and hy-products, he explained. The 
new addition will be devoted to the 
canning of citrus fruit, It is sched- 
uled to be ready for operation 
early in July. 

All citrus associations are par- 
ticipating in the government’s re. 
quest for citrus fruit, each pack- 
ing house being under a quota to 
send a certain percentage of its 
fruit to the armed forces. 

Of the fruit that is left, the 
general public pays ceiling prices. 
The fruit that is not just right for 
shipping, due to size and other 


reasons, is being converted into 


| juice and by-products.
